EDITOKTRANSCRIPT —In a recent issue of 
the TRANSCRIPT you gave borne of Repre- 
sentative A E Hall's temperance ideas.

traffic to me 11 ot less character, aud 
the 


result would be an increase in the very 
CM!S we all wish to porrect." 


Would the town not be more likely to 


siij, as we do not get. the money which 
out citizens piller from themselves and 


f iiiuhtb and tip end 111 debaucheiy, we will
